REPORT ON MISSIONS 


In bringing this report we have limited our dis- 
cussion to missions within the association, mis- 
sions within the state, and missions among 
Southern Baptist on the foreign fields. 


I. MISSIONS WITHIN THE ASSOCIATION 
Special emphasis is given to missions within the 
association, The churches which comprise this 
association have great responsibilities, as well as 
great possibilities, in considering the welfare of 
each other. No church can stand aloof from other 
churches and perform her whole. mission. 
Churches of Jesus Christ are truly independent 
bodies but they are just as truly interdapendent, 
therefore we are “labourers together for Christ 
Jesus our Lord”. May we not put forth an effort 
in his nameto build up his cause within our 
bounds, and win the lest to Him. 


Il. MISSIONS WITHIN THE STATE 
The mission work within the state has made 
good progress during the year, the pastors and 
churches and all the working forces of the de- 
nomination in the state have rendered splendid 
service and the various causes have made great 
strides forward. 
1. The 75 Million Campaign. 
The committee would call attention io the im- 
portance of paying our pledges to the campaign, 
in doing so Itawamba Co. Baptist will have a part 
in sending the gospel tothe utter most parts of 
the earth. 
2. Sunday School Work. 

Our secretary, sends out the following message 
to the associations concerning the Sunday School 
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Work in the state for the year: 
Number of Sunday Schools in the state 1,301 
Schools organized this year 144 Number enrolled 
in Sunday Schools 120,146 Increase this year 
24,296 Number of awards given this year 4,167 
Number of blue seals given this year 116 Red 
seals 336 Number of diplomas given this year 
1,227 The Sunday School Department now has 
two young men employed for full time, working 
with the country churches. These Brethren are 
W. R. Hunter and H. E. Spell. They are both 
graduates of Mississippi’ College and are well 
qualified for the work for which they have been 
chosen. 

3. Woman’s Missionary Union. 
The Woman's Missionary Union of Mississippi 
during this associational period is most interested 
in the completion of the Campaign. During the 
four years preceding the Campaign Mississippi 
women gave to the objects for which the Cam- 
paign stands only $191,335,26. The sum given 
to the Campaign for the five years is $15,650,00. 
The W. M. U. will work with a mind to complete 
what they have begun. 

4. Baptist Young Peoples Union. 
Marvelous things are being done in our state for 
our young people. The B. Y. P. U. trains the 
young people in the service of our Master as no- 
thing else can do; their motto “saved to serve” 
is a great Oneg and should be the slogan of every 
adult also in the state. 


III. MISSIONS BEYOND THE STATE 
1. Home Missions. 
The Home Mission Board, notwithstanding its 
burdesome debt presents a wonderful outlook for 
the future. The Boards work for the last five 














years are as follow’s Sermons preached 802.,- 
382; prayer meetings 101,075; religious visits 
1,238,210; baptisms 203,532; additions to church- 
es 324,086; volunteers for christian service 
15,049; church houses built or improved 2,225; 
bibles given away 55,533; religious tracts distri- 
buted 35,812,479. 
2. Foreign Mission. 
We have in our foreign mission fields 1,095 
churches in which are enrolled 111,872 members. 
We note that our Foreign Mission Board sent 
out 54 new missionaries during this year, bring- 
ing the total of our fordgn missionaries up to 
544. We still need 229 others this year. Our 
native working force now numbers 2,494. These 
men and women are doing a great work among 
their own people for the Master. 
We have 860 schools of’all grades,. in which were 
enrolled this year 35,106 students. The crown 
of all our school work is our Bible schools which 
now number 17, in these schools are being trained 
416 young preachers. Our medical missionaries 
are doing a great work, we have 19 of them that 
are from the States, besides 48° native workers. 
These have treated 294,422 patients during the 
year. Thus ends one of the greatest years work 
for the Lord that Southern Baptist have ever ac- 
complished. To Him be the glory forever, A- 
Men.

Report on Christian Education. 

The most important and powerful agencies of 
our denomination are our schools and colleges. 
f we have effective and intelligent work, if we 
make great and permanent conquests for our 
Lord, we must have trained leadership. Baptist 
leadership in world movements is Improbable 
Without our Baptist schools 4nd Colleges Too 
much emphasis cannot be given to the impor- 
tance of patronizing and Supporting our Baptist 
institutions of learning, 

Mississippi College was founded in 1826 and 
came under Baptist control in 1850. The history 
of this old college ig a glorious page in Baptist 
annals, 85 of our choicest young men and 
women were in the graduating class last year. 
The enrollment last year 416 regular college sty- 
dents and 206 during the summer term, total en- 
rollment 522. $15,000 was spent in general im-: 
provements last year. They have an Al Sunday 
School with an average attendance of 485. Mis- 
sissippi College ig a member of the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
There are six college B. Y, Pp. U’s. Eight men 
during the Session answered the call to preach, 
A glorious record of intelligent advancement of 
the Master's Kingdom. 
















Mississippi Woman's College. The Woman's 
College began its work 12 years ago. They now 
have 35 Faculty members, 8 buildings, and a cam- 
pus of 40 acres. At Richmond, Va.., last year. the 
Woman’s College was placed on the second list of 
schools and colleges. Her graduates now have 
the privilege of teaching in any of the High 
Schools of the country. 


Blue Mouutain College. This college began 
her 52nd annual session on Sept. 17th. She is 
better prepared than ever before to give necessary 
conveniences and thorough training. Last year 
this college was placed on the 2nd iist of South- 
ern Association Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
This means that graduates of this college can 
secure professional license to teach in all the pub- 
lic schools in the state of Mississippi for life. 


Clark’s Memorial College. Clark’s College is 
our co-education Junior college. Four years of 
accredited high school and four year’s of college 
work are offered. Brother and sister can attend 
this college together, studying side by side even- 
tually retaining that much home _ influence in 
their college life. A standard Y. W. A. is main- 
tained during the session. B. Y. P. U. made an 
average of 99 4-5. A splendid course in Bible 
study is given here. A new ‘(50,000 fire proof 
structure is being constructed. 


Hillman College, private school founded by 
Baptists and endorsed by the Baptist State Con- 
vention, is located in the. center of Baptist in- 
fluences. Tuition is free to wives and daughters 
of Baptist prachers. It is a strong denomination- 
al asset and worthy of our prayers and patron- 
age. 


“South Wide Institutions—Mississippi Baptists 








help to support and maintain three great south 
wide institutions of learning. They are the Bap- 
tist Bible Institute at New Orleans, La., the 
Southwestern Baptist Seminary at Fort Worth, 
Tex., and the Southern Baptist Seminary at 
Louisville, Ky. There were over 1200 of our 
choicest young men and women in these institu- 
tions last year preparing for definite christian 
service at home and abroad. 

Conclusion— The Baptist position in the chris- 
tian army twenty years hence will largely depend 
upon the care and loyalty of Baptist people to 
their schools and institutions of learning.

Immediately after the 
house was called to order, the report on christian 
education was adopted. Then followed che report 
on social service. 

Report on Social Service. 
Under social service are the agencies that scek 
















to deal with crime, disease, etc. In dealing with 
these let us use preventatives—sanitation. law 
enforcement, correctives, relief measures, or- 
phan’s homes, hospitals, etc. Let us consider 
and support our social service institutions, which 
are as follows: 

The orphanage at Jackson, Miss., J. R. Carter, 
Supt., was established 25 years ago and has cared 
for more than 1,000 children. We have had an 
average of 170 children there during the year. 
The health of the children has been good no deaths 
and only a few cases of sickness. The crops has 
been greatly damaged by the dry weather. Fin- 
ances are unusually short. The home has had 
to borrow $2,000.00 and will likely have to bor- 
row $2,000 or $3,000 more unless we come up 
promptly with our pledges to the 75 million cam- 
paign. We have had an unusual number of ap- 
plications for the last few weeks and it looks now 
as if we will have to run to full capacity next 
year. 

Mississippi Baptist Hospital. Their report 
for this year is as follows: 

No. patients treated, 1,850. 

No. Charity patients, 188. 

Cost of running hospital, $66,175.64. 

Cost of treating charity, $6,245.55. 

Value of Hospital and nurses’ home, $225,000.- 
00. 

Amount of indebtedness not including interest, 
$51,063.40. 

Capacity of hospital, 75 beds. 

No. nurses in training, 28. 

No. operating rooms, 3. 

No. X-Ray machines, 3. 

No. physicians and surgeons on staff, 26. 

The Relief and Annuity board has had a little 
more than five years of actual functioning. In 
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the meantime, it has paid to its old and retired 
preachers, $538,944.96. The board paid out dur- 
ing the past year to its regular beneficiaries, the 
sum of $125,449.60, which is $12,000.00 in excess 
of what we paid them last year. 

Southern Baptists should deal with the Relief 
and Annuity Board in the most liberal manner 
possible, and should see that a program is pro- 
vided by which it can g0 on and accumulate at 
least five millions of interest bearing funds, and 
then to its higher goal of ten million. 

Southern Baptists have reached a point in 
Ministerial Relief work when they should adopt 
the following new slogan: A pension for every 
baptist minister and from every church a full 
share of the cost. 

It is so easy for us to forget the part the minis- 
ter plays in our lives. If we could keep before 
us constantly and in mind, it would not be diffi- 
cult for us to do what we should in this great mat- 
ter. O. N. Robinson.
